¢ THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


Oa July 1. 1856, 56, the United States 
had an interest-bearing debt of $31,- 
762,761 77. The vaults at that time 
contained $21,006,534 89. The total 
debt less cash ia the Treasury was 

$10,965,953 01. The population was 
28,083,000. The debt per capita 


amounted to $0,36 and the interest per 


capita to $0,07. July 1, 1861, the in- 
terest-bearing debt was $90, 380, 
878 95. ‘The Treasury contained $2,- 
862,412 92. The total debt less coin 
on hand was $87,718,690 80. The 
population was 32,064,000. The debt 
per capita was $2 74, and the interest 
per capita wae $0 16. August 31, 1865, 
this being the date at which the pub- 
lic debt reached its highest point, the 
interest-bearing debt was $2,381 ,530,- 
294 96. The Treasury contained $88,- 
218,055 18. The total debt less cash 
in the Treasury was $2,756,481,571 43. 
_ The popniation at this date was 35,- 
228,000. The debt per capita was 
$78 25, and the interest per capita 
amounted to $4 29. July 1, 1882, the 
total interest-bearing debt was $1 ,463,- 
810,400. The Treasury contained 
$243,289,519 78. The population was 
52,799,000. The debt per capita was 
$31 72, and the interest per capita 
$1 09. The monthly intcrest charged 
at the present time amounts to $4,- 
780,009 23. The war plunged the Na- 
tion heavily in debt, but a Republican 
Administration has been steadily, 
faithfully and honestly at work since 
1865 paying it off. If let alone the 
debt will be paid up ina few years 
more. The foregoing is a showing 
which any political party might well 
feel proud of.

He 
took out a can, left the door open, and 
setting it on the ground, proceeded to 
open it with a cold chisel. The result 
was that a spark struck the ean, which 
exploded, throwing the man about 30 
feet and setting fire to his clothes. 

Sparks entered the pewder house where 
some of the cans stood open, and 
caused a second explosion, which tore 
the buiiding into fragments. People 
were knocked down many blocks away, 
and a large amount of window glass 
broken and plastering knocked off. 
Some houses several blocks away were 
unroofed. It is stated that a pane of 
glass nearly seven miles away was 
broken. No one was killed but a 
large number of people were more or 
lees seriously injured.

LOOMIS’ ADVERTISEMENT. 


The recent examination’ in the Sig- 


nal Service office of 600 tornadoes re- 
corded during the past 87 years shows 
that these destructive storms occur 
most frequently in June, They are 
more frequent fm April than in July, 
and jo aod September than in 
Augst. The records also show that 
while tornadoes occur generally be- 
tween 1 ond 6 PF. M., no hour of the 
day 10 1 free from them. Each 
storm cloud travels from 19 to 60 
miles per apa the average of the path 
at dus rti¢tion being 1,085 feet. Tue 
wind within the vortex sometimes 
reaches a velocity of 800 miles an 
hour; the average velocity being 392 
miles. Tornaddes always move east- 
ward; but they may be swayed from 
side to tide düriag their progress.
